TROY, Idaho (AP) -Frank Brocke 


bus been forced to retire as president of 
the First Bank of Troy after rolling up 
assets of more than $23 million. 


The bank in this north central Idaho 


town of 600 has 10,000 accounts scattered 
throughout the world, including all 50 
states. 


It was the same old-fashioned personal 


touch that Brocke says he believes 
helped the bank boom that made bank 
directors increasingly unhappy. He says 
the directors "figured they could make 
more money with a smaller bank." 


Early last year, the directors adopted 


a new retirement policy which requires 
employes to leave at age C5. Brocke was 
66 then, but he was allowed to stay 
through 1973. 


New Year's Day was his last day at the 


bank. 


"I was ordered to leave and not 


come back," he said. 


Bank President Pat Nunan says the 


change in bank management won't 
mean major changes in lending policies. 


Under Brocke the bank once lent 


money to a man who had robbed the bank 
years before. The loan was repaid. 


Brocke says he refused to charge pat- 


rons for routine Uniting services and 
that he didn't penalize customers who 
fell behind in loan payments because of 
unexpected problems. 


About one of every six upperdassmen 


at the nearby University of Idaho has a 
loan outstanding at the bank, Brocke 
says. 


"They leave school and move on to 


cities and towns all over the map. Most 
of them keep banking with us because we 
trusted them at a time when they needed 
help," he says. "Their future is their 
collateral." 


'73 price rises 
worst in 25 years 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Surging food 


and fuel costs drove wholesale prices 
sharply upward in December, closing 
the year with the worst overall yearly 
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rise in a quarter century, the govern- 
ment said today. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics said the 


December seasonally adjusted increase 
of 2.2 per cent pushed wholesale prices 
in 1973 to a level 182 per cent higher than 
a year ago, the biggest one-year increase 
since the 31.7 per cent in 1946. 


Wholesale price increases usually are 


reflected quickly at the retail level, but 
not necessarily all of them. Consumer 
prices have been rising at an annual rate 
of more than eight per cent. 


The year's over-all increase meant it 


costs $145.30 to buy the same amount of 
wholesale goods that $100 purchased 
seven years ago, the base year for 
record-keeping on prices. 


The 2.2 per cent seasonally adjusted 


increase and the 2.5 per cent rise on an 
unadjusted basis in December were not 
close to record increases recorded in 
August, but were still high by historical 
standards. A 2.2 per cent monthly rise, 


if continued for 12 months, is an annual 
rate of 26.4 per cent. Whole prices rose 
6.2 per cent seasonally adjusted and 5.8 
unadjusted in August. 


Wholesale prices, which fell in Sep- 


tember and October, began climbing in 
November as the inflationary effects of 
the fuel shortage and the Arab oil cut-off 
began to show their impact on the 
economy. 


Prices of farm products, processed 


foods and feed reversed a three month 
decline and rose sharply in December by 
1.4 per cent, the report said. 


Consumer foods, those bought by 


suppliers ready for the supermarket, 
rose five-tenths of one per cent on a 
seasonally adjusted basis and showed a 
1.3 per cent rise before seasonal pricing 
patterns were taken into account. 


The explosive increase in energy 


prices that began in November con-

Court alters rule on use 
of evidence in crimes 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The Supreme 


Court today narrowed the scope of a 
judicial device that allows suspects in 
criminal cases to suppress evidence that 
police have gathered illegally. 


By a 6-3 vote, the court trimmed the 


controversial "exclusionary rule," a 
major source of compla'ints that 
criminals go free on technicalities. 


The court held that prosecutors may 


summon witnesses before grand juries 
and demand that they answer questions 
based on evidence police have gathered 
in unlawful searches or seizures. 


The decision dealt only with the grand 


jury question, leaving intact the present 
effect of the rule when defendants reach 
trial. 


The rule forbids use of evidence or 


fruits of evidence that have been 
gathered in violation of the Fourth 
Amendment prohibition against 
unreasonable searches and seizures. 


The rule was established by judicial 


decision to prevent unlawful police 
conduct by denying law enforcement 
machinery the results of that conduct. 


In other decisions today, the high 


court: 


-Limited the government's use of 


federal mail fraud law to prosecute 
illegal use of credit cards —a decision 
which government attorneys said in 
advance would sharply limit fraud 
prosecutions in the $60 billion industry. 
The vote was 5-4. 


-Ruled 8-1 that workers who strike 


over safety conditions in mines may be 
required to submit their grievances to 
arbitration. 


The decision on the exclusionary rule 


reversed an appeals court ruling in a 
case which originated in Ohio. 


The majority, in an opinion written by 


Justice Lewis F. Powell Jr., maintained 
that the rule would have no beneficial 


Control idea discounted 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Vice President 


Gerald R. Ford today described as 
misguided suggestions that the United 
States respond to the fuel shortage by 
rigidly controlling the economy. 


"The counsel of desperation doesn't 


impress me," Ford said. "Back in 
Michigan we don't pay much attention to 
those who advocate pulling down the 
rafters to get wood for the fireplace." 


In a speech prepared for a luncheon 


meeting of the Manufacturing Chemists 
Association, Ford said: 


"I am opposed to monolithic govern- 


ment which claims to have all the 
answers. I prefer to rely on the 
decision-making power of 211 million 
Americans, exercising their choices in 
the market place, and the ability of in- 
dustry to respond to their needs." 


Ford praised President Nixon's 


handling of the energy shortage, and 


lauded Americans' conservation efforts. 


He said the "misguided notions" that 


energy industries be nationalized, fuel 
prices held artificially low, and the 
economy rigidly controlled "can only be 
described as the counsel of despair —and 
desperation." 


"Instead of rigid controls that would 


only add to the shortages, we need a 
minimum of interference with the free- 
enterprise system's ability to produce," 
he said. 


"Instead of artificially low fuel prices, 


we need realistic prices that encourage 
energy conservation and foster 
increased exploration and development 
of domestic energy resources. 


"Instead of nationalization, we should 


reaffirm our support for the system of 
competitive enterprise that has provided 
us ffitii the world's highest standard of 
living," Ford added.

deterrent effect in grand jury proceed- 
ings. 


"Such an extension (to grand jury 


proceedings) would deter only police 
investigation consciously directed 
toward the discovery of evidence solely 
for use in a grand jury investigation," 
Powell wrote. 


Today's decision follows one last 


month involving the exclusionary rule. 
In that case, by the same 6-3 vote, the 
court held that any evidence turned up 
by police when they make a search in- 
cident to a lawful arrest is usable in 
court. When a prisoner about to be taken 
into custody is searched, the 
exclusionary rule does not apply to what 
is found, the court held in the earlier 
case. 


Joining Powell in the majority were 


Chief Justice Warren E. Burger and 
Justices Potter Stewart, Byron R. White, 
Harry A. Blackmun and William H. 
Rehnquist- 


The exclusionary rule was first 


applied in federal courts in 1911. It was 
extended to state court proceedings in 
1961 in a famous case entitled Mapp v. 
Ohio. 


In dissent, Justice William J. Brennan 


Jr. declared that "for the first time, the 
court today discounts to the point of . 
extinction the vital function of the rule to 
insure that the judiciary avoids even the 
slightest appearance of sanctioning 
illegal government conduct." 


Brennan was joined in the dissent by 


Justices William 0. Douglas and Thur- 
good Marshall. 


The majority maintained that any in- 


centive police might have to disregard 
the Fourth Amendment to obtain an 
indictment "is substantially negated by 
the inadmissibility of the illegally-seized 
evidence in a subsequent prosecution of 
the search victim." 


The ruling came in a case involving 


grand jury questioning of John P. 
Calandra, of Ceveland Heights, Ohio, 
about alleged loan sharking evidence 
found in a search for evidence of illegal 
gambling. 


The U.S. Circuit Court at Cincinnati 


said Calandra could invoke the 
exclusionary rule to block questions 
stemming from the evidence found. The 
Supreme Court reversed that decision. 
Nixon's troubles will 
hurt GOP in elections, 
former senator believes 


BOSTON (AP) — Former Sen. 


Leverett Saltonstall says the Republican 
party will be hurt in this year's elections 
by President Nixon's troubles. 


The 81-year-old Republican, a U.S. 


senator for 22 years and a three-term 
governor of Massachusetts, said: 


"Some people are talking about a 


Democratic landslide. I'm hopeful that 
doesn't happen. However, it's doubtful 
that the Republicans will gain in either 
the House or the Senate. They'll be lucky 
to hold what they have." 


Interviewed Sunday, Saltonstall said 


he hoped Nixon would not resign but 
said: "If there is sufficient evidence for 
a trial, or impeachment proceedings, it 
should be done quickly for the good of the 
country and not dragged out over a long 
period."

New Nixon staff plan 
to include Ford is hinted

SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (AP) - 


President Nixon is planning another 
post-Watergate reorganization of his 
domestic policymaking apparatus, ad- • 
ministration sources say. 


The revamping was prompted by the 


installation of Vice President Gerald R. 
Ford, who has been promised a major 
role in domestic affairs, and the im- 
minent resignation of presidential aide 
Melvin R. Laird. 


A major aim of the new Nixon staff 


plan is to sort out and define the res- 
ponsibilities of Ford, director Roy Ash of 
the Office of Management and Budget, 
and Kenneth Cole, executive director of 
the Domestic Council. 


Laird was recruited by Nixon last June 


to serve a short-term appointment as 
chief domestic policy adviser, following 
the Watergate-related resignation April 
30 of John Ehrlichman. 


Sources said Ash discussed the new 


setup with White House chief of staff 
Alexander M. Haig Jr. during a Satur- 
day meeting here. Ash returned to 
Washington Sunday night without seeing 
Nixon. 


Nixon had been expected to discuss 


with Ash last-minute decisions on the 
anticipated $300-billion-plus budget for 
fiscal year 1975, which begins July 1. 


No decision has been announced on 


that budget, which apparently is not 
completely wrapped up. 


One official said there was no sig- 


nificance in the fact that Ash and the 
President did not meet. He added that, 
from a public relations standpoint, it 
probably would have been better had 
Nixon taken the time to see the budget 
chief. 


Another source said Kenneth W. 


Clawson, deputy director of com- 
munications for "the executive branch, 
joined the presidential party here last 


week to discuss reorganization of the 
administration's public relations staff. 


There have been recurrent rumors 


that Ronald L. Ziegler might relinquish 
his title as press secretary and concen- 
trate on other responsibilities. 


Ziegler, Haig and Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger are acknowledged to 
have the readiest access to the 
President- In fact, Nixon has spent little 
time with 26 other aides or officials 
since flying here Dec. 26. 


Army purchases win 
praise from Proxmire 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Several capital 


investments on labor-saving devices has 
saved the Army some money and 
demonstrated how productive such in- 
vestment can be, Sen. William Prox- 
mire, D-Wis., said Monday. * 


"As one of those leading the charge 


against military waste, I'm happy to eat 
humble pie in this case and admit that 
the Arrny has done a superb job for the 
taxpayer," Proxrnire said in a 
statement. 


He cited purchase of about $500,000 


worth of labor-saving devices, including 


an automatic nailing machine that 
replaced 20 men making bomb pallets, 
and a $50,000 machine for automatically 
loading small arms ammunition that cut 
out 42 jobs. 


The program was run by the Army's 


Ammunition and Supply Agencv in 
Joliet, 111., he said. 


Wounded Knee conspiracy trial 
could last 4 months, judge feels 


ST. PAUL, Minn. (AP) —The federal 


judge who will hear conspiracy charges 
against two leaders of the Indian 
takeover at Wounded Knee predicts the 
trial could last as long as four months. 


U.S. District Court Judge Fred J. 


Nichol of Sioux Falls, S.D., opens the 
trial today by questioning prospective 
jurors to decide the federal case against 
Dennis Banks and Russell Means, 
leaders in the American Indian 
Movement (AIM). 


Banks, a 41-year-old Minnesota Chip- 


pewa Indian, and Means, a 34-year-old 
Sioux from Porcupine, S.D., both are 
charged with 10 counts of conspiracy in 
connection with the 71-day takeover of 
the historic South Dakota hamlet last 
year. 


Four other AIM leaders will go on trial 


in St. Paul later. If convicted, maximum 
penalty would be 80 years in prison and 
an 180,000 fine. 


The indictments returned by a grand 


jury in Sioux Falls accuse the defendants 
ot cnarges ranging from burglary and 
larceny to assault on a federal officer. 


The trial was moved to Minnesota on 


a change of venue granted by Nichol. 


Wounded Knee, on the Pine Ridge 


Indian Reservation, gained a niche in 
history on Dec. 29,1890, when more than 
150 Indians and 25 soldiers were killed in 
one of the last bloody confrontations of 
the Indian wars. 


Last winter, 200 members and sup- 


porters of AIM occupied the village init- 
ially taking 11 hostages. It was a protest 
of what AIM said were treaty violations 
and actions of the Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs and the Pine Ridge tribal govern- 
ment. 


During the occupation, which started 


on Feb. 27 and ended May 8, two Indians 
were killed and seven Indians and two 
federal agents were wounded in sporadic 
exchanges of gunfire. The hostages were 
all eventually released unharmed. 


Banks told a news conference Monday 


he hopes all citizens will assume res- 
ponsibilities as jurors. He said the oc- 
cupation of Wounded Knee stemmed 
from 200 years of BIA repression of In- 
dians. 


He said the U. S. Constitution is on 


trial because of Indian treaty rights. 


"The treaties are on par and equal to 


the Constitution," he said. "When you 
violate the treaties, you violate the 
Constitution." 


The government's chief prosecutor is 


William Clayton, U. S. attorney at Sioux 
Falls. He will be aided by Earl Kaplan of 
the U.S. Justice Department and 
Richard Hurd and David Gienapp of the 
Sioux Falls office. 


The defense team includes William 


Kunstler of New York; Mark Lane, New 
York attorney and author; Larry 
Leaventhal and Douglas Hall of Min- 
neapolis; and Kenneth Tilsen, St. Paul.

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WASHINGTON-The Nixon adminis- 


tration will press Congress to let 
defense spending soar a staggering |8 
billion over a year ago, but even that 
increase will fail to match Soviet mili- 
tary gains. 


The defense budget for fiscal year 


1975, beginning July 1, was decided on 
last week amid typical confusion af the 
Nixon White House. It calls for spending 
at least $87 billion—far more than ex- 
pected. 


Yet, 
that astronomical figure is al- 


most wholly the result of inflation, 
military pay increases voted by 
Congress and special aid to Israel dur- 
ing the Yom Kippur war. It does not 
even pretend to solve U.S. problems in 
the race with Moscow for technological 
supremacy. 


Pay increases hike casts 


Nothing could more dismally un- 


derline the dangerous predicament of 
U.S. 
defense today. Thanks to the 


crushing burden of the all-volunteer 
armed services, military pay makes up 
an ever-larger percentage of the bud- 
get. Thus, the grim prospect: rising 
defense spending that fails to prevent 
dangerous 
Soviet superiority 
in 


weaponry-in other words, running as 
fast as possible but still not keeping up. 


What further complicates this are

salesman who had been previously con- 
victed, was granted immunity in a 
stipulation his father signed with the 
attorney general's office.

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) -Iran, one of the 


world's major oil producers, is suffering 
from an energy shortage because it gets 
its electricity from water power, not oil 
power. 


Officials said that, because of a 


drought, production from the Pahlavi 
Dam in southwest Iran and the Farah 
Dam in the north is 2*£ million kilowatts 
a day below normal. The power is being 
cut at regular intervals in parts of 
Tehran and other major cities.

Defense spending high 
but isn't adequate 


anti-defense btoc in Congress boasts of a 
12 billioit-plus cut in the Pentagon bud- 
get, that cut affects authorizations for 
future years only. In truth, the $7§ 
billion listed for defense in fiscal year 
1974, ending June 30, actually climbed 
to $80 billion. 


This confused none other than Roy 


Ash, President Nixon's imperious bud- 
get chief. Desperately trying to control 
ballooning spending, Ash took $77 
billion (the $79 billion estimate for 
fiscal 1974 minus the $2 billion cut) as 
his starting defense figure, aiming to 
keep the fiscal 1975 projection around 
$80 billion. 


Screams of outrage came from the 


Pentagon, aided no little by domestic 
counselor Melvin R. Laird. The former 
Secretary of Defense, leaving the Nixon 
administration for good Feb. 1, as a 
parting gesture convinced the budget 
makers that $87 billion is really a bare 
bones minimum.

The arithmetic is grim but simple. 


Taking the real fiscal 1974 spending 
figure-ISO billion-as the starting point, 
more than $5 billion must be added for 
inflation and the inexorable salary 
demands of the all-volunteer army, plus 
$1.5 billion for the Yom Kippur war. 
The grand total of around $87 billion 
has now been accepted at the White 
House. 


But that total, the Joint Chiefs of Staff 


believe, will not prevent the Soviet 
Union from overtaking the U.S. in con- 
ventional arms in the late 1970s. It 
would limit research and development 


spending to one-half the Kremlin's and 
provides ship construction funds far 
less than Russia's. Laird would be the 
first to admit that the budget battle he 
won in the White House last week still 
leaves the U.S. short. 


But the needed increases for research 


and development seem unattainable on 
Capitol Hill, partly because the overall 
federal budget, including a variety of 
new, 
high-cost welfare programs, has 


become so gargantuan. Moreover, the 
anti-defense bloc in Congress remains 
formidable. 


Pentagon officials had hoped that 


Israel's reliance on sophisticated new 
U.S. weaponry in rolling back the Arab 
armies last fall would stiffen liberal 
Democrats passionately devoted to 
Israel, but so far there is no such con- 
version. 


Secretaries renui* at odds 


Nor is there a sign that a divided 


Pentagon is preparing any national 
propaganda campaign for defense 
spending. The rupture between Secre- 
tary of Defense James Schlesinger and 
Deputy Secretary William Clements is 
so severe that two rival secretaries of 
defense seem to be in office today, say 
Pentagon experts.

For the ornate Chippendale, look for 


claw-and-ball feet on cabriole legs and 
carved chairs with open back designed 
in the Chinese taste characterized by its 
pagoda-like ornament and delicacy of 
fretwork or lattice work. Chippendale, 
also adapted a graceful armchair with 
open padded arms, incurvate arm sup- 
ports and a broad seat, reminiscent of 
French styling.

Hepplewhite will feature a straight, 
tapering leg, ending in a spade foot. Or 
the leg may be cylindrical and ring 


collared. Original Hepplewhite drawing 
rooms often featured decorative pier 
tables made of satinwood with either 
inlaid design or a painted floral band- 
ing 


Sheraton is a happy blending of the 


two earlier fashions with soft graceful 
curvatures and handsome styling. For 
an Americana dining room of Sheraton 
flavor, you can follow the ideas used by 
designer H. Michael Brown, N.S.I.D., 
for the home of one of his clients. Brown 
chose a graceful Sheraton sideboard 
with a swell-front central section and 
gently curved sidedrawers. To go with 
it, he selected an oblong breakfast table, 
perfectly sized for the not-large dining 
room. Upholstery on dining chairs was 
crewel work on mahogany frames.

mahogany is part of our heritage," be 
says. "For true authenticity in the new 
reproductions of these handsome 
originals, you have to look for the beauty 
and strength of genuine hardwood." 


Today, mahogany is not the only 


hardwood used in 18th century pieces. 
Just as the styles can Mend gracefully, 
the authentic American hardwoods can 
be used together beautifully. 


In fact, to add interest and variety, 


many accent or complementary pieces 
are constructed of other hardwoods and 
used with mahogany set. Or whole suites 
of furniture may be of these other 
cabinetwoods.

Dear Ann Landers: I trust you read 


the page one story in your parent paper, 
the Chicago Sun-Times, stating that 
homosexuality is now "off the sick list." 


The American Psychiatric Associa- 


tion announced that homosexuality has 
been removed from the lexicon of 
diseases. A spokesman for the Gay 
Movement heralded the announcement 
as "an instant cure." 


The American Psychiatric Associa- 


tion also asked federal, state and local 
governments to end all forms of 
discrimination against homosexuals. 


Gay Task Force leader Dr. Frank G. 


Kameny said he hoped the action of the 
American Psychiatric Association 
would be taken to heart by Ann Landers 
because "she is one of the country's 
most influential opinion-molders and 
her impact on American thinking is 
enormous." 


How about it, Ann Landers? Are you 


big enough to reverse yourself and give 
the gay population "a clean bill of 
heaIth?-Waiting To Hear 


Dear Waiting: I did, indeed, read that 


the American Psychiatric Association 
had voted to remove homosexuality 
from the "sick list." I also read the 
following statement, which perhaps you 


missed. It was issued as the APA's 
official position by the board of Trus- 
tees. Here it is: . 


"For a mental condition to be con- 


sidered a psychiatric disorder, it should 
either regularly cause emotional dis- 
tress or regularly be associated with 
generalized impairment of social func- 
tioning. Homosexuality does not meet 
these criteria. This is not to say that 
homosexuality is 'normal' or that it is as 
desirable as heterosexuality." 


In the past I have said homosexuals 


are sick, in the sense that homosexuality 
is a dysfunction, a form of aberrant 
behavior. My opinion has not changed. 
When the APA says homosexuality is 
"not normal" they are saying, in a 
different way, what I have been saying 
all along. But labels can be dangerously 


misleading, and herein lies part of the 
problem. 


I am 18 years ahead of the American 


Psychiatric Association in appealing to 
federal, state and local governments to 
stop discriminating against homose- 
xuals. 


Illinois was the first state in the union 


to pass legislation declaring homosex- 
uality between consenting adults no 
longer a crime. To quote Dr. Frank G. 
Kameny, "one of the country's most 
influential 
opinion-makers" 
had 


something to do with this giant step 
toward human understanding. I am 
currently battling to have all questions 
relating to sexual behavior removed 
from employment applications. I am 
also fighting to protect homosexuals

Princess," both written at the turn of 
the century are about 11-year-old girls, 
each with a strong character, fierce 
independence, and an indominitable 
will to survive although alone in the 
world. 


"Caddie Woodlawn" would rather 


hunt than sew, rather plow than bake; 
she catches snakes and fixes clocks and 
has an enlightened father who tells her 
"Woman's work... is just as important 
as a man's...I don't want you to be the 


silly affected person with fine manners 
whom folks sometimes call a lady..." 
Caddie's brothers also seem somewhat 
free of stereotyping for they join 
enthusiastically in a quilting bee. 


Of the OZ books ("The Wizard of Oz" 


is only the first in a series of 40), an 
excited 12-year-old reader named Teddy 
says, "The Oz books have adventure, 
magic, excitement, and a moral. People 
act like they should act. Even the 
animals act like people should act." 


And then there is "Nancy Drew" 


whose mystery solving exploits have 
filled the contents of 50 books.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: My boy friend is 


a belcher (loud and straight from the 
gut). He belches at least once every 30 
minutes and usually more often. It 
appears to be uncontrollable. 


Needless to say, this has been em- 


barrassing to me. Don't you think he 
should see a doctor? Could you tell us 
what causes this condition? —J.M. 


Belching to any such extent, whether 


in an older or a younger person, is 
usually a habit. 


But even though the answer usually 


turns out to be habit. I think be should 
see a doctor. If he has an ulcer or 
gastritis or some such condition that 
might contribute to his belching, ob- 
viously it ought to be treated. 


Even if nothing physically wrong is 


discovered, that could be important to 
him —because if there is no physical 
reason for the burps, he should be 
pretty well convinced that it may be just 
habit. 


But if it is just habit, where does the 


gas come from, the gas he belches? 
Likeliest answer, and really a quite 
common situation, is that he is uncons- 
ciously an air swallower. 


Rapid eaters, gulpers and folks who

government and private, be compelled 
to eliminate administrative procras- 
tination and act realistically.

problems that face the nation today 
could have been lessened if action were 
taken in time.

money fora theoretical future situation9 
Not when a company's job is to earn 
money. 


Instead of developing their domestic 


supplies, some oil companies long ago 
decided that it would be far more 
profitable to import inexpensive foreign 
crude. It looked better on their profit and 
loss statement. 


The federal government could have 


developed incentives or imposed its 
demands on these companies, but it 
didn't. There was no political gam in so 
doing, and most likely a lot of trouble.

transportation and environment, to 
name two, was almost totally lacking.

Vote sought on assessor

An advisory referendum will be sought in April 


oo whether Outagamie County should have a 
county- assessor The county board's coordinating 
committee 
unanimously 
recommended 
the 


referendum this morning. The recommendation 
goes to the full board next Tuesday. 


Supv. Eugene Kloes, the prime sponsor of the 


county assessor proposal, said he also would ask 
the county board to request the state to conduct 
a feasibility study in the county before April. The 
state conducts the studies without cost to the 
county. 


In November, Kloes submitted a resolution to 


create a county assessor in Outagamie County 
and the resolution was referred to the coordinat- 
ing committee. He said he had no objections to an 
advisory referendum. 


He told the coordinating committee that based 


on information provided by Appleton Assessor 
George Schwarzbauer he estimated it would cost 
about $£00,000 a year to run the county assessor 


program. But, he noted, the state provides 75 per 
cent funding, leaving the local cost at about $50,000. 
The present budget for Appleton alone, he said, is 
about 178,000. 


Kenosha County is presently the only county in 


the state with a county assessor program. 
Kencsha officials, in a letter to the Appleton 
League of Women Voters, estimated 1974 costs at 
$430,000, with most of that used to prepare de- 
tailed mapping and computerize the assessments. 


Kloes said, "We are far ahead of what Kenosha 


has." Outagamie County assessment roles already 
are computerized, he noted, and the mapping is 
completed. 


Supv. Joseph DeBruin claimed that going to a 


county assessor was the first step in the state's 
taking over the assessing program, but Kloes 
disagreed. "We will get state assessing if we 
don't act," Kloes said. 


Supv. George Knoes agreed with DeBruin. "We 


don't want state control," he said. Kloes an- 
swered that the state now dictates assessments 


through its equalization figures. When the state 
figures don't jibe with the local assessor's 
inequities occur, Kloes said. 


Kloes also noted that the state has already 


taken over the assessing of industrial property 
and that there no longer will be any personal 
property assessing. 


Kroes suggested that a meeting be held with 


officials of the various governmental units in the 
county to find if they would be interested in a 
county assessor. County Board Chairman Russell 
DeLaHunt, however, said a referendum would 
have more meaning. 


Kathy Boardman, representing the League of 


Women Voters, also asked the committee to 
request a feasibility study by the state so the 
.people would have more information before they 
voted. 


In a feasibility study, the state determines the 


present cost of assessing in the county, the level 
of quality, cost of setting up a county assessor 
office and whether it would benefit the county.

Architects preparing preliminary

tion 
— in double-checking their 


preliminary programming design. 


Sutherland said the firm will also 


review the preliminary program with 
LEAA consultants that have worked 
with them on the preliminary work for 
the Appleton facility, including Bruce 
Johnson, who headed the unit that wrote 
the guidelines for programming. 


The mayor said the "very thorough" 


work done up to this point by the archi- 
tects probably means that the review 
will go "very fast." 


He said the architects are optimistic 


that "everything will be well taken care 
of in a short time and the plans will be 
ready for the five-member facility 
planning committee that includes 
Sutherland, Police Chief Earl Wolff, 
Public Works Director Robert Miller 
and Aldermen William Errington (15th) 
and Delmar Schwaller (16th). 


Clint Mochon, one of three architects 


with the firm working on the Appleton 
project, said last week he hoped that 
Monday's meeting with the mayor could 
lead to a timetable for presentation of 
the firm's final programming design — 
which he said was ready —to the facility 
planning committee. 


No such timetable came out of the 


meeting, but Sutherland said today the 
program could go to the committee the 
week of Jan. 21. 


Several aldermen have lately been 


wondering when the preliminary design 
phase of the police station project would 
come to the facility planning commit- 
tee. The architectural firm has been at 
work on the project since shortly after 
last Aug. 1. 


Riverview decision sought 


Outagamie County Board Chairman 


Russell DeLaHunt would like to see the 
county board decide next Tuesday 
whether Riverview General Hospital 
should stay open or be closed, rather 
than decide on what repairs to make at 
the institution. 


DeLaHunt, who conferred Monday 


with Riverview Supt. Dr. John Russo 
and Supv. George Schroeder, chairman 
of the human resources committee, said 
he didn't want to see "quibbling over 
$3,000" for some item. 


"If the decision is made to stay open, 


then we do what is necessary to main- 
tain the building," DeLaHunt said. 


Russo had presented a proposal to die 


finance and human resources commit- 
tees for about $60,000 in maintenance 
and remodeling work, some to meet 
state safety requirements. 


At the request of the trustees, Russo 


said he prepared three proposals, one 
calling for having all the work done, a 
second for spending about $45,000, and a 
third to do only the work asked by the 
state, which would cost $16,815. 


Russo said the trustees would meet 


next Monday to decide which plan to 
recommend to the county board. 


Schroeder, looking over the state in- 


spection report, said that to take care of 
all noted deficiencies would require 
spending about $45,000. 


DeLaHunt said he did not want to see 


the county board get bogged down ar- 
guing whether a ramp should be put in, 
or whether the roof should be fixed now 
or later. "The vote should be a com- 
mitment on whether or not Riverview 
stays open," he said. 


He noted that most of the items listed 


in Russo's proposals probably could 
have been taken care of through the 
normal budgeting process, rather than 
outside the budget. 


Russo said> the work was important 


from the point that this area is short of 
residential care nursing home beds. 
The remodeling plans would open up 
nine beds in what had been the nurses' 
living quarters on the third floor of the 
west wing of the building and would 
convert nine other west wing beds from 
tuberculosis use to residential care. 


This change, Russo said, would 


increase the institution's revenue by 
about $50,000 a year with only minor 
staff additions. 


This, DeLaHunt said, probably was 


the major selling point for having the 
work done. 


Family of 8 needs a place to live

The Dan Daniels family woke up this morn- 


ning on the floor of the St. Bernard Catholic 
Church nursery. They may spend another 
night there if they can't find a place to live. 


Daniels, his wife, Janice, and their six 


children, aged 16 months to 12 years, left their 
rented house at rural Fremont last Friday 
when they could no longer endure the cold. 


There was ice on the floor, the children had 


to sleep in snowsuits and the water pipes were 
frozen, all because their oil heater didn't work 
all the time. Three of the children were hos- 
pitalized 
before 
Christmas, 
one 
with 


pneumonia and another with bronchitis. 


Their home since Sept. 1 had been a con- 


verted granary-machine shed. "We knew it was 
a granary, but we thought it would be warm," 
Daniels said* 


When the family returned to th ^ icy house 


last Friday, Lori, 10, noticed the ice on the 
floor. Mrs. Daniels decided the family wasn't 


going to stay there any longer, and they moved 
in with relatives for the weekend. 


The Danielses had fallen behind in rent, 


which might explain the landlord's reluctance 
to provide them adequate facilities. They had 
paid $65 for December, but the rent is $90, plus 
utilities. 


And they didn't have the money. Daniels has 


been out of a job since Nov. 28, when he was 
laid off at the Hortonville Canning Co. Mrs. 
Daniels said Monday night they have about 25 
cents. 


The Danielses have food. They received 


foodstuffs from groups at Christmas and 
money for food from the Salvation Army 
Monday. They are using the St. Bernard parish 
cooking facilities. 


But what Daniels and his family need is a 


place for the family to live and a job for 
Daniels. The place to live is the most pressing 
need. 


The Outagamie County Department of Social 


Services is looking for a place for the family. 
Mrs. Dorothy Read, social service case aide, 


said this morning she had a couple* of pos- 
sibilities —a four-bedroom home in Winchester 
and a three-bedroom one in Appleton. 


But Mrs. Read, who has sought housing for 


families under similar circumstances, realizes 
the reluctance of landlords to rent to large 
families. She is aware of the bad experiences 
the landlords have had with people who can't 
pay rent. 


The Danielses will be able to pay rent, up to 


$130 per month, and more if utilities are 
included. Mrs. Read said she would go with 
the family to the house and make the rent 
payment. 


Welfare paperwork is being processed, and 


the Danielses will receive $397, plus rent as- 
sistance, in a short time. 


"If we can get them a house, then we can 


start worrying about"a job," she said, noting 
that Daniels would qualify for participation in 
the department's Work Incentive program.

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Mochon said last week Sutherland has 


been "extremely thorough" in oversee- 
ing the work of the architects and 
making sure that "everything is done 
thoroughly."

since 1948. The debate at the county- 
meeting was also a standoff. Cong. 
William Steiger supported Martin, 
while state Rep. Michael Ellis, Neenah, 
backed the proposed optional en- 
dorsement system.

Republicans are debating how they can 
best regain the political power they lost 


to a resurgent state Democratic Party 
under Gov.

special committee be set up soon to 
'study the unified school district 
proposal. "I feel that there should be 
strong board membership on the com- 
mittee," he said. 


The committee, according to Perry, 


should carry the message of the unified 
'district to others in the community, 
assist in drafting a resolution and dis- 
tributive supportive information to all 
' responsible parties. 


In his report, Perry said it has 


become apparent that the present sys- 
tem of divided responsibility between 
the board of education and the district's 
fiscal control body "has become out- 
moded and awkward." He expressed 
confidence in the Neenah electorate's 
ability to choose and direct a board of 
education that would have control over 
fiscal matters as well as other school 
matters. 


The main difference between joint 


and unified districts is the elimination 
of the fiscal control body. Budgets are 
prepared by the school board and sub- 
mitted to electors at a duly noticed 
budget hearing. This would not be held 
jointly with city government, and 
shared with city government problems, 
affording greater concentration on the

County hospital could be short 
of beds with remodeling program 


WINNEBAGO - Winnebago County 


will be short of beds for mental patients 
in the future unless other counties help 
with an overload, the unified health 
board was told Monday. 


Donald Zboray, superintendent of 


Park View Health Center, said 99 pa- 
tients would need placement elsewhere, 
if the hosptial was already convened to 
skilled nursing home standards. 
However, remodeling has not begun. 


Plans call for eight, 25-bed units with 


a total capacity of 200. But, 299 persons 
are currently hospitalized under countv 
auspices, 238 at Park View and 61 at 
Winnebago Health Institute, Zboray 
said. Furthermore, the county must 
assume responsibility for 23 patients 
considered "at large" wards of the 
state. 


Zboray blamed the potential overload 


on a lack of cooperation from several 
counties whose patients are being cared 
for here. Some of the 23 counties in- 
volved 
have 
already 
made 


arrangements to return them to their 
native counties, Zboray said. 


The others, however, failed to make 


suitable disposition on the status of 
their patients still hospitalized here 
become Winnebago County respon- 
sibility, Zboray said. This was the in- 
terpretation given him by Dr. Leonard 
J. Ganser, administrator in the division 
of mental hygiene, Zboray said. 


"'We made concentrated effort to 


switch them but we missed it," com- 
mented Zboray.

Daniels has had financial problems

He has held numerous jobs, 


including several in the Fox Cities, but 
has run into "roadblocks" because of 
many things —their rented houses have 
been sold; he has quit jobs because of 
low pay or been laid off, or the family 
has found their living conditions 
inadequate, as in the case of the rural 
Fremont house. 


The moves and job changes have been 


In Oc- 
tober, 1970, the Danielses were living at 
another place near Fremont, but the 
farmhouse was sold. So they decided to 
go to Arizona where living costs were 
lower. 


Daniels worked for a time in Phoenix, 


and both he and his wife worked for

It is in this aspect that its purpose

Villa Phoenix began in July, 1971, 


and is funded 70 per cent from rent 
and 30 per cent from donations. The 
men are charged $40 a week for ser- 
vices, food and transportation, if it is 
needed. 


Definite volunteer functions were 


difficult to define by Klister, who has 
been director since August, 1973. About 
20 irregulars volunteer time but there 
is nothing scheduled on a regular 
basis. 


People bring in food and onee-a-year 


women in the community are asked to 
clean the house from wail to wall, said 
Klister. 


People with cars are needed to bring 


men to employment interviews and 
donations of food and money are al- 
ways appreciated, according to Klister, 
because the house is running tight.

Energy effects varied

Wisconsin's winter recreation 


business seems to be weathering the 
energy crisis better than expected, but 
industry and the state's energy-provid- 
ing utilities are beginning to feel the 
pinch, recent reports indicate. 


A survey of business at Wisconsin and 


Upper Michigan winter resorts turned 
up some encouraging words. Most 
spokesmen said business in December 
was as good or better than a year ago. 


At Mount La Crosse, Ted Motschman 


said the gasoline shortage might help. 


"The prospect of driving across 


Nebraska at 55 miles per hour may be 
more than some people can stand, so 
skiers may spend more time at nearby 
areas rather than driving to Colorado," 
he said. 


Herman Smith, northwoods recrea- 


tional resource agent for the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, said 
business has been very good all across 
his area. 


Two ski spots, at Wakefield, Mich., 


and Dresser. Wis., reported declines in 
business. Both blamed the gasoline 
shortage. 


"A lot of skiers must be skiing closer 


to home," said Mike Sullivan, public 
relations director at Wakefield's In- 
dianhead. 


The fuel crisis continues to have an 


impact on business and industry, 
however. 


Milwaukee's Yellow Cab Co. has asked 


the Common Council for authority to 
boost its basic rate five cents to offset 
increased gasoline costs. Bonded Mes- 
senger Service, Milwaukee, raised its 
rates six per cent last week, a spokes- 
man said. 


The spokesman blamed gasoline costs 


that have risen 20 cents per gallon from 
a year ago. 


Some downtown Milwaukee parking 


lot operators said they have detected a 
decline in traffic. Ben Margolis, 
manager of National Parking, said 
business dropped five per cent in 
November and another five per cent in 
December. 


"I am sure it is caused by car pools," 


he said. "I can tell just by looking at the 
lots, at the empty spaces." 


Sigurd Rudorf, an executive of A.O. 


Smith Corp., Milwaukee, told an energy 
seminar last week that "the general 
health of A.O. Smith is a reflection of the 
health of the economy." 


About 50 per cent of the firm's 


business is related to the automotive 
industry. It has already laid off more 
than 1,600 employes at two plants as auto 
production dipped. 


"From what we read in the papers, it 


seems reasonable to assume that 
energy-related layoffs in the automotive 
industry are running into the hundreds 


of thousands of people," Rudorf said. 
"And that, gentlemen, is bound to make 
waves." 


About 3,400 workers at General Mot- 


ors' Janesville plant began a 10-day 
layoff Monday. It is the second layoff at 
the plant within a month. 


With a domino effect, that layoff has 


led to expected two-week layoffs for 
about one-third of the 500 employes of 
Janesville Auto Transport Co. The firm 
hauls cars from the GM plant to their 
destination. The Wisconsin Paper 
Council surveyed 25 paper-making and 
related firms in the state. It concluded 
that mild energy cutbacks could be 
weathered, but reductions of 20 per cent 
and more could require substantial 
employment losses. 


The survey covered firms employing 


22,500 persons. They said a 10 per cent 
energy cutback would require layoffs of 
three per cent of their work force, while 
a 30 per cent cut would lead to layoffs for 
nearly one-fifth of the work force, or 
4,317 employes. 


An energy crisis with a twist may be 


confronting Wisconsin utilities. 


A spokesman for the Wisconsin Public 


Service Commission, which moniters 
energy use in the state, said electrical 
usage is less than expected throughout 
Wisconsin. As a result, long-range plans 


based on forecasts th|t electricity 
demand might double by 1983 are being 
re-evaluated. 


Wisconsin Electric Power Co. and 


Wisconsin Power ft Light Co. each report 
usage about five per cent below expec- 
tations in December. 


"If it holds for tlte future, we don't 


need any new capacity," Sol Burstein, 
senior vice president of Wisconsin 
Electric, said. 


William ERA, PSC chairman, says the 


commission is preparing to question 
forecasts made by utilities. 


The PSC environmental analyst, 


Richard Timm, said the PSC is 
developing a computerized capacity for 
judging how weather, the possibility of 
rapidly rising prices, and longterm ef- 
forts at conservation will affect future 
demand. 


The commission has given Wisconsin 


utilities until Jan. 12 to submit reports 
on plans to reduce electrical generation 
to conserve fuel. It also asked natural 
gas companies to limit advertising to 
emphasizing the need for conservation 
of energy resources. 


The PSC said shortages of fuel for 


electrical generation in Wisconsin are 
not yet serious, but shortages elsewhere 
could affect the state. 


Return to Dark Ages? 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) -A member of 


the Wisconsin Public Service Commis- 
sion says he finds discomforting 
similarity between the energy crisis and 
the prelude to western civilization's 
Dark Ages. 


Arthur L. Padrutt said America's 


20th-century problem of energy shortage 
"assumes gargantuan 
proportions" 


because of attacks on the power indus- 
tries by inflation, consumer advocates 
and environmentalists. 


Padrutt cited 476 a.d. as the traditional 


date for the fall of the Roman Empire 
and the subsequent centuries of social 
discomfort as Europeans struggled to 
overcome environmental handicaps. 


"We have risen higher. Consequently, 


we would have further to fall, and a new 
dark age would likely be deeper ~nd 
more prolonged than the ages «ur 
ancestors endured after 476," he said. 


Padrutt, in an article in in Public 


Utilities Fortnightly, said modern 
civilization's doomsday can be avoided. 
He suggests cooperation with President 
Nixon's energy policies while research is 
undertaken for nuclear and solar energy 
uses. 


"It is well to remember that 


mankind's whole history is imbodied in 


the struggle to master his environment, 
to survive its bitter assaults, its cold, it 
heat, its famine and pestilence, its 
wind-blown fury," Padrutt said. 


"The energy industry, or more 


specifically the regulated utilities, are 
facing the most serious problem ever to 
confront them in their history," he said. 


"The specter of short supply haunts us 


all," but the power suppliers are beset 
-with additional problems, he wrote. 


"I refer, of course, to inflation, con- 


sumer 
activism 
and 
environmen- 


talism," he said. 


Inflation is an acute problem for 


utilities because it discourages the 
value of common stock, Padrutt said. 


Consumer activism, he said, can be 


harmful to energy industries when it 
becomes "blind obstructionism: the 
irrational refusal to recognize economic 
facts." 


"It has been my experience that the 


general public has little understanding 
of the regulatory process," Padrutt said. 


Environmentalists can harm the in- 


dustry, he said, with "obstructionist 
tactics of the doomsday criers, whose 
perverse activities add to the problem 
rather than contribute to its solution." 


Adamany's 
qualifications 
questioned 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) -Gov. Patrick 


J. Lucey's choice of David W. Adamany 
as state revenue secretary was defended 
Monday by Lucey's office against crit- 
icism from the Republican-controlled 
Senate. 


"Adamany's qualifications are 


unquestionable," Lucey aide Jeff 
Smoller said in reply to GOP arguments 
that the nominee lacks adequate 
background in bureaucratic finances. 


"The revenue secretary has to be more 


than just a tax collector,"" Smoller said. 
"If we need just a tax collector, then an 
accountant would do." 


"We need somebody with a broad 


range of governmental experience," 
Smoller said, predicting the Senate will 
approve Lucey's selection despite the 
Republican detractors. 


Adamany is not the first administrat- 


ive nominee by the Democratic governor 
to run into Republican hostility in the 
Senate. 


Democrats accused the GOP of petty 


politics for having delayed action on 
Lucey's 1971 nomination of Milwaukee 
labor leader John Zinos to the state In- 
dustry, Labor and Human Relations 
Commission. 


The Senate at last approved Zinos 23-9 


in May, 1973, with Sen. John Steinhilber, 
R-Oshkosh, complaining a pro-labor 
nomination would be "disastrous to the 
Wisconsin business community." 


The GOP complaints 'against 


Adamany range from the nominee's 
previous affiliation with Lucey to what 
Se n. Walter Chilsen of Wausau called 
his lack of "expertise in the revenue 
field." 


The Republican majority leader in the 


Senate, Raymond Johnson, said 
Adamany's "impressive academic 
background" is offset bv a "strong 
political background." 


Adamany, 37, a Green Bay native, 


holds degrees from Harvard and the 
University of Wisconsin. 


He has served as a member of the state 


Public Service Commission, as vice 
chairman of the Wisconsin Council on 
Criminal Justice, and as an aide to 
Lucey when Lucey was lieutenant 
governor. 


His nomination as secretary of the 


Department of Revenue, a job paying 
$33,500 annually, "has all the earmarks 
of a political payoff," Chilsen said. 


Republican Sen. Everett Bidwell of 


Portage said there are "going to be some 
fireworks" when the Senate debates the 
nomination "because it looks like a very 
political appointment." 


"He has been close to the governor and 


perhaps he should be rewarded," Bid- 
well said. "But he has no financial 
background."

failed to act. 


In a memorandum that accompanied 


Schreiber's letter, his executive assis- 
tant Patrick Egan explained that there 
have been several attempts to convince 
Schmidt that action must be taken to 
force the Mount Carmel Nursing Home 
in Milwaukee to comply with the 
requirements. Egan said that Schmidt 
was also asked to outline the depart- 
ment's strategy for dealing with cases 
of non-compliance. 


Schmidt said he never received a 


copy of a study which the ombudsman 
staff prepared on the Mount Carmel 
home but Egan said he personally 
handed a copy to Schmidt Dec. 14 and 
that "he is lying if he said he didn't 
get it." 


Schmidt then met with Egan, 


Starting . 


Schreiber and Gov. Patrick Lucey on 
Dec. 17 to discuss the Mount Carmel 
case and the continuing problem of 
non-compliance. 


He was asked to submit his plans in 


writing and responded four days later 
with a letter that Schreiber found un- 
satisfactory.

the code but received no response.

Egan confirmed

Schmidt was attempting to set up a 
meeting 
today 
including 
Egan,

Egan said that if the matter 
can be settled to his satisfaction, 
Schreiber would not attend Wednes- 
day's board meeting. 


Schreiber has been concerned for 


several weeks that department steps in 
dealing with repeated violators of the 
nursing home code are inadequate. He 
ordered a study made of the Mount 
Carmel home, revealing- that some 
violations have reappeared as many as 
five times and that the number of 
violations has steadily increased since 
1967. 


He said that the department's en- 


forcement agency "seems to make 
allowance for industry convenience, 
even 
though 
that allowance may 


jeopardize the health and welfare of 
the nursing home patients."

has been forced to retire as president of 
the First Bank of Troy after rolling up 
assets of more than $23 million.

Brocke was 
66 then, but he was allowed to stay 
through 1973.

come back," be said. 


Bank President Pat Nunan says the 


change in bank management won't 
mean major changes in lending policies. 


Under Brocke the bank once lent 


money to a man who had robbed the bank 
years before. The loan was repaid. 


Brocke says he refused to charge pat- 


rons for routine banking services and 
that he didn't penalize customers who 
fell behind in loan payments because of 
unexpected problems. 


About one of every six upperclassmen 


at the nearby University of Idaho has a 
loan outstanding at the bank, Brocke 
says. 


"They leave school and move on to 


cities and towns all over the map. Most 
of them keep banking with us because we 
trusted them at a time when they needed 
help," he says. "Their future is their 
collateral."

December seasonally adjusted increase 
of 2.2 per cent pushed wholesale prices 
in 1973 to a level 1S.2 per cent higher than 
a year ago, the biggest one-year increase 
since the 31.7 per cent in 1946. 


Wholesale price increases usually are 


reflected quickly at the retail level, but 
not necessarily all of them. Consumer 
prices have been rising at an annual rate 
of more than eight per cent.

Court alters rule on use 
of evidence in crimes 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The Supreme 


Court today narrowed the scope of a 
judicial device that allows suspects in 
criminal cases to suppress evidence that 
police have gathered illegally. 


By a 6-3 vote, the court trimmed the 


controversial "exclusionary rule," a 
major source of complaints that 
criminals go free on technicalities. 


The court held that prosecutors may 


summon witnesses before grand juries 
and demand that they answer questions 
based on evidence police have gathered 
in unlawful searches or seizures. 


The decision dealt only with the grand 


jury question, leaving intact the present 
effect of the rule when defendants reach 
trial. 


The rule forbids use of evidence or 


fruits of evidence that have been 
gathered in violation of the Fourth 
Amendment prohibition against 
unreasonable searches and seizures. 


The rule was established by judicial 


decision to prevent unlawful police 
conduct by denying law enforcement 
machinery the results of that conduct. 


In other decisions today, the high 


court: 


—Limited the government's use of 


federal mail fraud law to prosecute 
illegal use of credit cards —a decision 
which government attorneys said in 
advance would sharply limit fraud 
prosecutions in the $60 billion industry. 
The vote was 5-4. 


-Ruled 8-1 that workers who strike 


over safety conditions in mines may be 
required to submit their grievances to 
arbitration. 


The decision on the exclusionary rule 


reversed an appeals court ruling in a 
case which originated in Ohio. 


The majority, in an opinion written by 


Justice Lewis F. Powell Jr., maintained 
that the rule would have no beneficial 


Control idea discounted 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Vice President 


Gerald R. Ford today described as 
misguided suggestions that the United 
States, respond to the fuel shortage by 
rigidly controlling the economy. 


"The counsel of desperation doesn't 


impress me," Ford said. "Back in 
Michigan we don't pay much attention to 
those who advocate pulling down the 
rafters to get wood for the fireplace." 


In a speech prepared for a luncheon 


meeting of the Manufacturing Chemists 
Association, Ford said: 


"I am opposed to monolithic govern- 


ment which claims to have all the 
answers. I prefer to rely on the 
decision-making power of 211 million 
Americans, exercising their choices in 
the market place, and the ability of in- 
dustry to respond to their needs." 


Ford praised President Nixon's 


handling of the energy shortage, and 


lauded Americans' conservation efforts. 


He said the "misguided notions" that 


energy industries be nationalized, fuel 
prices held artificially low, and the 
economy rigidly- controlled "can only be 
described as the counsel of despair —and 
desperation." 


"Instead of rigid controls that would 


only add to the shortages, we need a 
minimum of interference with the free- 
enterprise system's ability to produce," 
he said. 


"Instead of artificially low fuel prices, 


we need realistic prices that encourage 
energy conservation and foster 
increased exploration and development 
of domestic energy resources. 


"Instead of nationalization, we should 


reaffirm our support for the system of 
competitive enterprise that has provided 
us with the world's highest standard of 
living," Ford added.

"Such an extension (to grand jury 


proceedings) would deter only police 
investigation consciously directed 
toward the discovery of evidence solely 
.for use in a grand jury investigation," 
Powell wrote. 


Today's decision follows one last 


month involving the exclusionary rule. 
In that case, by the same 6-3 vote, the 
court held that any evidence turned up 
by police when they make a search in- 
cident to a lawful arrest is usable in 
court. When a prisoner about to be taken 
into custody is searched, the 
exclusionary rule does not apply to what 
is found, the court held in the earlier 
case. 


Joining Powell in the majority were 


Chief Justice Warren E. Burger and 
Justices Potter Stewart. Byron R. White, 
Harry A. Blackmun and William H. 
Rehnquist. 


The exclusionary rule was first 


applied in federal courts in 1911. It was 
extended to state court proceedings in 
1961 in a famous case entitled Mapp v. 
Ohio. 


In dissent, Justice William J. Brennan 


Jr. declared that "for the first time, the 
court today discounts to the point of 
extinction the vita! function of the rule to 
insure that the judiciary avoids even the 
slightest appearance of sanctioning 
illegal government conduct." 


Brennan was joined in the dissent by 


Justices William 0. Douglas and Thur- 
good Marshall. 


The majority maintained that any in- 


centive police might have to disregard 
the Fourth Amendment to obtain an 
indictment "is substantially negated by 
the inadmissibility of the illegally-seized 
evidence in a subsequent prosecution of 
the search victim." 


The ruling came in a case involving 


grand jury questioning of John P. 
Calandra, of Ceveland Heights, Ohio, 
about alleged loan sharking evidence 
found in a search for evidence of illegal 
gambling. 


The U.S. Circuit Court at Cincinnati 


said Calandra could invoke the 
exclusionary rule to block questions 
stemming from the evidence found. The 
Supreme Court reversed that decision.

Leverett Saltonstall says the Republican 
party will be hurt in this year's elections 
by President Nixon's troubles.

"Some people are talking about a 


Democratic landslide. I'm hopeful that 
doesn't happen. However, it's doubtful 
that the Republicans will gain in either 
the House or the Senate.

he hoped Nixon would not resign but 
said: "If there is sufficient evidence for 
a trial, or impeachment proceedings, it 
should be done quickly for the good of the 
country and not dragged out over a long 
period."

New Nixon staff plan 
to include Ford is hinted

SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (AP) - 


President Nixon is planning another 
post-Watergate reorganization of his 
domestic policy-making apparatus, ad- 
ministration sources say. 


The revamping was prompted by the 


installation of Vice President Gerald R. 
Ford, who has been promised a major 
role in domestic affairs, and the im- 
minent resignation of presidential aide 
Melvin R. Laird. 


A major aim of the new Nixon staff 


plan is to sort out and define the res- 
ponsibilities of Ford, director Roy Ash of 
the Office of Management and Budget, 
and Kenneth Cole, executive director of 
the Domestic Council. 


Laird was recruited by Nixon last June 


to serve a short-term appointment as 
chief domestic policy adviser, following 
the Watergate-related resignation April 
30 of John Ehrlichman. 


Sources said Ash discussed the new 


setup with White House chief of staff 
Alexander M. Haig Jr. during a Satur- 
day meeting here. Ash returned to 
Washington Sunday night without seeing 
Nixon. 


Nixon had been expected to discuss 


with Ash last-minute decisions on the 
anticipated $300-billion-plus budget for 
fiscal year 1975, which begins July 1. 


No decision has been announced on 


that budget, which apparently is not 
completely wrapped up. 


One official said there was no sig- 


nificance in the fact that Ash and the 
President did not meet. He added that, 
from a public relations standpoint, it 
probably would have been better had 
Nixon taken the time to see the budget 
chief. 


Another source said Kenneth W. 


Clawson, deputy director of com- 
munications for the executive branch, 
joined the presidential party here last 


week to discuss reorganization of the 
administration's public relations staff. 


There have been recurrent rumors 


that Ronald L. Ziegler might relinquish 
his title as press secretary and concen- 
trate on other responsibilities. 


Ziegler, Haig and Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger are acknowledged to 
have the readiest access to the 
President. In fact, Nixon has spent little 
time with 26 other aides or officials 
since flying here Dec. 26. 


Army purchases win 
praise from Proxmire 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Several capital 


investments on labor-saving devices has 
saved the Army some money and 
demonstrated how productive such in- 
vestment can be, Sen. William Prox- 
mire, D-Wis., said Monday. 


"As one of those leading the charge 


against military waste, I'm happy to eat 
humble pie in this case and admit that 
the Army has done a superb job for the 
taxpayer," Proxmire said in a 
statement. 


He cited purchase of about 5500,000 


worth of labor-saving devices, including 


an automatic nailing machine that 
replaced 20 men making bomb pallets, 
and a $50,000 machine for automatically 
loading small arms ammunition that cut 
out 42 jobs. 


The program was run by the Army's 


Ammunition and Supply Agency in 
Joliet, 111., he said. 


Wounded Knee conspiracy trial 
could last 4 months, judge feels 


ST. PAUL, Minn. (AP) —The federal 


judge who will hear conspiracy charges 
against two leaders of the Indian 
takeover at Wounded Knee predicts the 
trial could last as long as four months. 


U.S. District Court Judge Fred J. 


Nichol of Sioux Falls, S.D., opens the 
trial today by questioning prospective 
jurors to decide the federal case against 
Dennis Banks and Russell Means, 
leaders in the American Indian 
Movement (AIM). 


Banks, a 41-year-old Minnesota Chip- 


pewa Indian, and Means, a 34-year-old 
Sioux from Porcupine, S.D., both are 
charged with 10 counts of conspiracy in 
connection with the 71-day takeover of 
the historic South Dakota hamlet last 
year. 


Four other AIM leaders will go on trial 


in St. Paul later. If convicted, maximum 
penalty would be 80 years in prison and 
an $80,000 fine. 


The indictments returned by a grand 


jury in Sioux Falls accuse the defendants 
or cnarges ranging from burglary and 
larceny to assault on a federal officer. 


The trial was moved to Minnesota on 


a change of venue granted by Nichol. 


Wounded Knee, on the Pine Ridge 


Indian Reservation, gained a niche in 
history on Dec. 29,1890, when more than 
150 Indians and 25 soldiers were killed in 
one of the last bloody confrontations of 
the Indian wars. 


Last winter, 200 members and sup- 


porters of AIM occupied the village init- 
ially taking 11 hostages. It was a protest 
of what AIM said were treaty violations 
and actions of the Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs and the Pine Ridge tribal govern- 
ment. 


During the occupation, which started 


on Feb. 27 and ended May 8, two Indians 
were killed and seven Indians and two 
federal agents were wounded in sporadic 
exchanges of gunfire. The hostages were 
all eventually released unhermed. 


Banks told a news conference Monday- 


he hopes all citizens will assume res- 
ponsibilities as jurors. He said the oc- 
cupation of Wounded Knee stemmed 
from 200 years of BIA repression of In- 
dians. 


He said the U. S. Constitution is on 


trial because of Indian treaty rights. 


"The treaties are on par and equal to 


the Constitution," he said. "When you 
violate the treaties, you violate the 
Constitution." 


The government's chief prosecutor is 


William Clayton, U. S. attorney at Sioux 
Falls. He will be aided by Earl Kaplan of 
the U.S. Justice Department and 
Richard Kurd and David Gienapp of the 
Sioux Falls office.

Darkness nof liked, and neither is the cold

It was pitch dark and four below zero Monday morning 


when Mrs. Christine Barta parked her automobile in 
front of St. Joseph Catholic Elementary School. 


Five heavily bundled youngsters, including two of her 


own, piled out of the car and hurried into the Lawrence 
Street entrance. 


There was a steady stream of headlights from autos 


as they pulled up in front of St. Joseph to let children 
out for school. Busloads of children also pulled up. 


The crossing guard periodically stepped in front of 


the stream of traffic on Lawrence to allow a few 
youngsters who had walked to school across the busy 
street. 


It was business as usual at the parochial school, one 


of four in the city that starts school early because of a 
busing program that accommodates public school 
youngsters for a later starting time. Some youngsters 
in the four schools are boarding buses at 7 a.m. or 
starting to walk by about that time. 


But Monday it was darker than usual because it 


was the first school day under the new federal Daylight 
Saving Time. Clocks were turned one hour ahead over 
the weekend, and that pushed the sunrise to 8:29 a.m. 


The nationwide Daylight Saving Time was instituted 


as one of several energy conservation measures. Wis- 
consin normally goes on DST on the last Sunday in 
April and returns to standard time the last Sunday in 
October, but during the warm weather season the days 
are longer, and there are less problems with early 
morning dark. 


Appleton's public school elementary pupils don't face 


the problem because they have been starting classes at 
9 a.m. the past two years under a program that 
provides teachers with the 8 to 9 a.m. period for 
preparation and planning. Junior high and high school 
students generally arrive earlier, including some for 7 
a.m. classes. 


However, the most concern about youngsters, walking 


in the dark to school is for the elementary children. 
They are less likely to be comfortable in the dark or 
careful for cars. 


Mrs. Barta spoke rather strongly about her feelings 


Monday as she brought in five youngsters. "It 
stinks. Why? Because I'm not letting my children walk 
to school in the dark." 


The Bartas live at 731 W. Franklin St. Mrs. Barta is 


going to drive her youngsters to school from now on, 
and anticipates taking her neighbors' and sister-in 
law's youngsters also. She said she may have up to 13 
riding with her. 


She has children in first grade and kindergarten. 


They would have to walk about nine blocks. 


Sister Rose Mary, principal at St. Joseph, heard Mrs. 


Barta's comments. She agreed with the sentiment, 
adding: "We're going to get a lot of repercussions." 


She said some pupils had commented that they felt 


like they were going to school in the middle of the 
night. She said it was too bad because it was "just hard 
on the kids." 


Most youngsters interviewed in front of St. Joseph 


Monday" weren't 
too upset 
with 
the 
situation, 


although they complained about the cold. Some also 


said they had more trouble getting up. 


Paul Rathsack, 13, an eighth grader, said he had to 


walk a mile and a half. "I hated it; it was too cold 
out." 


The temperature was four below about 7:30 a.m. 


when Paul arrived. It also was 4 below an hour later, 
but it never seems as cold in the light. 


Kurth and Keith Balthazor walked about three or four 


blocks. Kurt, 10, a fifth grader, said of the dark walk: 
"Well, I think it's okay." 


Keith, 11, a sixth grader, disagreed. "It's pretty 


rotten." He admitted having trouble getting up, but he 
said he thought he could get accustomed to it. 


Linda Klarner, a fourth grader, said she got a ride 


Monday because of the dark. She lives about 10 blocks 
from school. 


David Heuring, a seventh grader, wasn't bothered too 


much by the darkness. But he admitted, "i:'s kinda 
cold in the morning." 


Mrs. Rosie Schinke, a parent, brought her daughter 


the 13 blocks to school Monday. She said her daughter 
usually walks, but arose lare. 


Michael Riedl, another parent, brought his son ?o 


school as usual. He said the darkness didn't change the 
situation, although he said his son "didn't like getting 
up Monday, nor did I." 


Eileen Mader, the St. Joseph crossing guard, said she 


didn't have any problems in the dark with traffic, bui 
she wasn't really happy with the cold. "But I'\e got :o 
get used to it a little bit," she said. 


Carl Williams, Appleton public schools director cf 


transportation, said the four parochial schools started 


earlier because they were using the same buses as the 
public school, and the double use reduced the trans- 
portation costs, which total about $100,000 per year, 
including hauling of parochial students. 


Sister Rose Mary said the early hour was better 


educationally because pupils and teachers were more 
effective during the morning hours. St. Joseph dis- 
misses classes at 2:40 p.m. 


Williams said the other schools on the early bus 


schedule are St. Matthew and Mount Olive Lutheran 
schools and St. Mary Catholic School. 


Williams and Orlyn Zieman, district administrator, 


said they didn't believe it would be realistic to change 
bus schedules. They said parents now driving young- 
sters to school would be affected. 


Also, Williams said he presumed that changing 


schedules would be negotiable with the teachers. 


"I don't know the answer to it," Williams said. 
Kenneth Kolander, principal at Mount Ohve, said he 


could understand some parents being concerned, such 
as those whose children must walk perhaps a block to 
a bus on Bluemound Road in the dark. There are no 
sidewalks there. 


If there are ad-.antages in the dark school start, it 


will be that youngsters can play in daylight longer in 
ihe afternoon. 


Also, those youngsters in late-afternoon activities 


may be able to come home during daylight. And 
perhaps early morning drivers are more alert to 
walking youngsters than weary later-afternoon ones.

Planning Council, said that with funds 
provided through the federal act local 
governments may be able to ease the 
effect of the energy crisis on jobs. 


Outagamie County- Executive Alvin 


Woehler, who has been named chair- 
man for public services on the National 
Association of Counties (NACO) man- 
power committee, said the new man 
power act replaces the various 
programs which had been in existence', 
such as the Emergency Employment 
Act 
(EEA) 
and " the 
Public 


Employment Program (PEP). 


The Manpower Act provides funds 


for job counseling, education, voca- 
tional training, on-the-job training and 
the various supportive services. It also 
provides incentive pay to employers 
for providing traip:ng programs for 
people. 


Woehler said he would temporarily 


name his assistant, Robert Steffens, to 
coordinate the program in Outagamie 
County. A county planning council will 
be required under the act. 


Bechtel termed the federal act, "an 


important new weapon to use in 
dealing with layoffs relating to the 


energy crisis." He estimated it would 
provide at least a few hundred jobs, 
and could provide hundreds more with 
additional appropriations. 


Wisconsin's allocation under the

is S20 million. Bechtel 


predicted that rising unemployment 
caused by the energy crisis would prod 
Congress into approving an additional 
SI billion for the program nationally.

difficulty, "how can you say the 
students are equal when you rank 
them?" 


The board proposed terminating 


numerical ranking of students for 
college entrance,"' financial aids and 
other awards last year, but the 
proposal lost on a narrow vote. 


Supt. H.J. Ramsdell explained that 


WASB delegates vote by standing, and 
last year's chairman called for "no" 
votes to stand while "yes" votes were 
still being counted. The resolution was

"We thought we had it won when 


everybody stood up." Ramsdell said, 
"but he called the 'no's' right away."

schools" in and out of the state had 
eliminated rank in class, the same as 
the district here did three years ago.

Regents now requests percentiles, 
putting students in the top quarter, top 
half, or lower half of their graduating 
class, instead of requiring numerical 
ranking, he added. 


The other resolution will ask that the 


state Department of Public Instruction 
grant educational aids to districts, 
counting kindergarten students as 
full-time students. 


Kindergarten pupils who attend 


school for half-days are counted as half 
students for figuring aids. Ramsdell 
said the New London district could 
gain about 545,270 in additional aids if 
its 180 kindergarten students were 
figured for that many full-time pupils,

Family of 8 needs a place to live

The Dan Daniels family woke up this morn- 


ning on the floor of the St. Bernard Catholic 
Church nursery. They may spend another 
night there if they can't find a place to live. 


Daniels, his wife, Janice, and their six 


children, aged 16 months to 12 years, left their 
rented house at rural Fremont last Friday 
when they could no longer endure the cold. 


There was ice on the floor, the children had 


to sleep in snowsuits and the water pipes were 
frozen, all because their oil heater didn't work 
all the time. Three of the children were hos- 
pitalized 
before 
Christmas, 
one 
with 


pneumonia and another with bronchitis. 


Their home since Sept. 1 had been a con- 


verted granary-machine shed. "We knew it was 
a granary, but we thought it would be warm," 
Daniels said. 


When the family returned to the icy house 


last Friday, Lori, 10, noticed the ice on the 
floor. Mrs. Daniels decided the family wasn't 


going to stay there any longer, and they moved 
in with relatives for the weekend. 


The Danielses had fallen behind in rent, 


which might explain the landlord's reluctance 
to provide them adequate facilities. They had 
paid $65 for December, but the rent is $90, plus 
utilities. 


And they didn't have the money. Daniels has 


been out of a job since Nov. 28, when he was 
laid off at the Hortonville Canning Co. Mrs. 
Daniels said Monday night they have about 25 
cents. 


The Danielses have food. They received 


foodstuffs from groups at Christmas and 
money for food from the Salvation Army 
Monday. They are using the St. Bernard parish 
cooking facilities. 


But what Daniels and his family need is a 


place for the family to live and a job for 
Daniels. The place to live is the most pressing 
nesd. 


The Outagamie County Department of Social 


Services is looking for a place for the family. 
Mrs. Dorothy Read, social service case aide, 


said this morning she had a couple of pos- 
sibilities —a four-bedroom home in Winchester 
and a three-bedroom one in Appleton. 


But Mrs. Read, who has sought housing for 


families under similar circumstances, realizes 
the reluctance of landlords to rent to large 
families. She is aware of the bad experiences 
the landlords have had with people who can't 
pay rent. 


The Danielses will be able to pay rent, up to 


$130 per month, and more if utilities are 
included. Mrs. Read said she would go with 
the family to the house and make the rent 
payment. 


Welfare paperwork is being processed, and 


the Danielses will receive $397, plus rent as- 
sistance, in a short time. 


"If we can get them a house, then we can 


start worrying about a job," she said, noting 
that Daniels would qualify for participation in 
the department's Work Incentive program.

Calumet bird count shows more 
sparrows, starlings, cardinals 


STOCKBRIDGE 
- 
Sparrows, 


starlings and cardinals are on the 
increase in Calumet County, according 
to the Christmas bird count taken by the 
Stockbridge Audubpn Association, 
headed by Otto Meyer. 


This year, a total of 1,080 house 


sparrows were counted compared to 541 
last year. There were 209 starlings and 
36 cardinals sighted this year compared 
to 119 and 22 last year, respectively. 


The count, taken Dec. 16 by the group, 


is recorded in the "3rd edition of 
American Birds, published by the Na- 
tional Audubon Society. The count has 
been taken by Meyer and his group for 
four years. Only 34 counts are taken in 
the state and 963 in the nation. 


The area in Calumet County centers 


the Kloten swamp about three miles 
south east of Stockbridge, and includes 
Stockbridge. Chiiton, Brothertown. 
Jericho, Harrison, Quinney. Charles- 
burg and part of Lake Winne'bago shore. 


All counts are made from Dec. 15 to 


Jan. 2 in an area 15 miles in diameter. 
The count is taken at this time, Meyer 
said, because this is when there is no 
migration and birds are not nesting.

"Bask thinking" is the way to wel- 


• fare reform, Appleton Welfare Director 
Merton Ehricke believes. 


Tougher tests for welfare eligibility, 


stiffer penalties for deserting parents 
and a tighter system to prevent people 
who don't deserve welfare from getting 
it are what is needed, he wrote in an 
article prepared for submission to a 
California-based religious magazine. 


"Welfare has almost become a 


guarantee to anyone who simply 
doesn't want to resolve their problems 
(that they themselves can solve) and to 
reward the law-breaker, the promis- 
cuous," said the 48-year-old local 
director who has headed the program 
here since 1961. 


Ehricke thinks he runs a tight ship. 


The department was already operating 
under a voucher payment (instead of 
cash payment) system when he 
arrived, but he said he has improved 
the procedures used to investigate 
welfare claims to separate the deserv- 
ing from the non-deserving. 


Ehricke believes, he wrote in the 


manuscript, that "the real legitimate 
welfare client is getting the raw deal of 
having to unjustly get public scorn, 
ridicule and resentment because of 
those who take advantage of the 
American taxpayers' heart." 


"It's just so unfair to give all welfare 


clients condemnation for the few who 
give it a dirty name." he laments. 


Ehricke said he has gained "greater 


insight" into welfare since starting in 
the profession, when be "accepted the 
concept that welfare was necessary." 


Now, 
he has found himself angry 


over relief that goes to "support the 
irresponsible, the person who con- 
tinually violates the law, the man or 
woman who can work but won't and 
others who become self-induced wel- 
fare cases more by their own choice 
than by circumstances beyond their 
control. 


"I see cries of welfare rights, 


demands 
for 
more, 
and 
legal 


maneuvering," he continues. "I con- 
tinue to have disgust in being forced to 
help those who can, but won't help 
themselves, with no justification to be 
called 'deserving.' " 


A "good start" toward real welfare 


reform, he said, would be: 


—A new examination and evaluation 


•of federal provisions and policies 
handed down state and county welfare 
departments. 


— More use of direct vendor and/or 


.voucher payment system, which would 
give local administrators 
"more 


authority and discretion." 


— Thorough 
investigation 
and 


follow-up for all welfare applicants. 


—Changing parental desertion from a 


state to a federal offense. 


Ehricke has served on two state task 


forces looking into welfare reform - 
one on welfare payments in 1970-71 and 
another on revision of health and social 
services laws In 1972-73 — but they 
accomplished little. 


"Welfare reform is a popular sound 


today," he wrote. "But reform, if it 
should come, must come from the top, 
those 
who 
administer 
welfare 


programs and those who legislate the 
laws." 


During his tenure on the task forces, 


he "saw welfare rights demonstra- 
tions, 
I heard 
justifications 
of 


programs in existence and I saw power 
plays 
to 
enhance 
the 
already 


mushrooming bureaucracy. The results 
were discouraging and the problems 
remain." 


The task forces didn't have enough 


time to do an adequate job, be said, 
and special interest groups "infiltrat- 
ed" committees and hampered their 
work. 


Despite growing talk of putting all 


local relief programs under state con- 
trol, Ehricke is happy with the local 
control that he now has over the 
Appleton program. 


"Instead of having a barrage of 


bureaucratic red tape, regulations and 
policies, we operate under a simple 
policy of common sense guided by 
state statutory provisions so that we 
exist legally," he write. 


Ehricke's department was blessed by 


a slowdown in business in 1973. It will 
use less than $70,000 of a $109,050 
budget. 


The energy crisis and projections of 


an economic slowdown and job layoffs 
make Ehricke wonder if the relief 
budget can remain low through 1974. 
He has a budget of only $80,900. 


"It's time we in welfare who ad- 


minister it, and those who receive as- 
sistance, begin to understand that in 
conducting ourselves by the rule of the 
Ten Commandants we can have a 
country of internal contentment and 
sanity once again," he wrote.

shelter for the family. The family was 
put up in the nursery room where there 
are toys for the children 


One of the nuns brought over an air 


mattress and blankets. There also were 
lounge chairs to lie on. 


"If it hadn't been for Father Janssen 


and St. Bernard, I don't know what we 
would have done," Mrs. Read said. 
"There was just no room in the inn.' 


The family apparently will be able to 


stay at St. Bernard another night, 
although church activities make their 
staying somewhat of a problem. 


The Danielses haven't had good 


quarters for some time. Last summer, 
they lived in a cheese factory near 
Gillett. The rent was $25 plus utilities. 
The quarters had no toilet or water 
plumbing, and the Danielses hauled 
water from the neighbors. 


They moved to Fremont Sept. 1, and 


Daniels got the Hortonville Canning job. 
Their rural Fremont residence, located 
about two miles west of Dale on U.S. 10, 
had a toilet which they flushed with a 
bucket of water. 


But they did have the oil burner, and 


their landlord assured them it would 
keep them warm during the winter. 
They could have tolerated the oc- 
casional rats in and around their home, 
but not the cold. 


They stayed with Daniels' sister in 


B'ack Creek last weekend before com- 
ing to the Salvation Army and welfare 
department for help. 


The Danielses would prefer a place in 


the country so their children could keep 
Rebel, their Shetland pony; Pierre, 
their dog, and their two cats. 


Daniels has had financial problems 


since he and his wife were married in 
1961. He has held numerous jobs, 
including several in the Fox Cities, but 
has run into "roadblocks" because of 
many things —their rented houses have 
been sold; he has quit jobs because of 
low pay or been laid off, or the family 
has found their living conditions 
inadequate, as in the case of the rural 
Fremont house. 


The moves and job changes have been 


more frequent in recent years. In Oc- 
tober, 1970, the Danielses were living at 
another place near Fremont, but the 
farmhouse was sold. So they decided to 
go to Arizona where living costs were 
lower.

Newspapers 
ask immunity 
from controls 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The newspaper 


industry has asked the Cost of Living 
Council to exempt it completely from 
government wage-price controls. 


In a petition filed before the council 


last Friday, the American Newspaper 
Publisher's Association (ANPA) said 
total decontrol of the newspaper 
business is essential "merely to correct 
the impact of crushing economic 
inequities." 


The ANPA said the industry is caught 


in an economic bind because of the es- 
calating price of newsprint imported 
from Canada, postal rate increases and 
exempt competitors. 


"Newsprint shortages have impaired 


the effectiveness of newspapers in 
carrying out their First Amendment and 
public service responsibilities because 
these shortages have resulted in many 
cases in the rationing of advertising and 
news content," the ANPA said in its 
19-page petition. 


The council has already freed about 10 


other industries from price controls. 


During two previous economic control 


programs the newspaper industry was 
exempt and "still managed a high 
degree of price stability" because of 
high competition, the association said. 


The petition claimed that most weekly 


newspapers are not covered by the 
council's small-business provision that 
exempts other businesses with 60 or 
fewer employes from controls. 


The petition also claimed broad- 


casters have more flexibility on adver- 
tising rate charges. 


Many newspapers have seen 


newsprint prices go up by 21 per cent in 
the past year, the association said. It 
added that these prices might rise, 
another 27 per cent this year- 


Yet, it said, Phase 4 price regulations 


do not allow full recovery for these 
prices. 


The ANPA said price controls over the 


newspaper industry are unnecessary, 
inapplicable, inequitable and coun- 
terproductive. Giving newspapers an 
exemption will have no impact on the 
U.S. economy, it said. 


The petition, signed by ANPA 


President Stanford Smith, asked the 
council for prompt consideration of its 
request. However, a spokesman for the 
council said there is no timetable for 
ruling on such petitions.

MOSCOW (AP) - Alexander 


Solzhenitsyn's iatest book has been 
denounced as "a New Year's gift to the 
enemies of the motherland." 


Sergei KuHk, an observer for the Soviet 


news agency Tass said recently that 
Solzhenitsyn had the book smuggled to 
the West to help opponents of East-West 
detente "fan anti-Soviet hysteria." It 
was the first official Soviet comment on 
the book, "Archipelag Gulag." 


The book has just "been published in 


Paris and serialized in the United States. 
It describes, as documented history, the 
Soviet labor carnp system from 1917 to 
1956. Tass described it as a novel.

Nevertheless, 
Jackson received 59.2 of the vote in the 
runoff as whites crossed racial lines. 


The new mayor had announced that 


anyone would be welcome at the 
inauguration, dressed in any garb. But 
most of those attending were dressed 
conservatively, some formally and a few 
in long, African robes. 


When he was introduced by Incoming 


City Council President Wyche Fowler, a 
white liberal, Jackson received a 
thunderous standing ovation. His 
remarks —in which racial harmony was 
stressed —were interrupted more"than 
15 times by applause. At one point, when 
Jackson said the Old South "is dead 
forever" but that "we have not yet seen 
the birth of a really new South," cries of 
"Right on!" could' be heard. 


Jackson said his administration would 


wage war on crime and would attempt to 
promote racial harmony by making the 
city government responsive to all 
people. 


"We must open our eyes if we are to 


begin to deal with the systematic 
eradication of poverty and the diminu- 
tion of crime," Jackson said. "There 
Can be no glittering international city as 
long as grim poverty and dangerous 
despair tarnish our glow."

Island bombing stopped 
during crane residency 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Sen. William 


Proxmire on Monday praised the 
Defense Department's decision to stop 
bombing Texas' Matagorda Island while 
rare whooping cranes are wintering in 
the vicinity. 


He also congratulated Interior Secret- 


ary Rogers C. B. Morton on his persis- 
tence in seeking to protect the big birds. 


But he said the conservationists 


should realize that much more must be 
accomplished, including the ultimate 
goal of the island being turned over to 
Interior as a wildl'fe refuge with 
provision for limited no-vehicle use by 
Texans when the whoopers are in 
Canada. 


Defense Secretary James Schlesinger 


wrote Morton that he had ordered a halt 
to bombing or fly-overs at Matagorda 
from October to May, during the 
whoopers' wintering season along the 
Texas coast. 


He also agreed to restrict aircraft 


flights to altitudes above 2,000 feet, 
prohibit flights over the marshy win- 


tering area and to close certain parts of 
the island to all hunting. 


"The secretary and the Air Force 


deserve great credit for reaching these 
decisions," said Proxmire, a Wisconsin 
Democrat. 


"The outstanding question that 


remains is the justification for any 
military activity on the island," Prox- 
mire said. 


He noted that Schiesinger says the 


range fulfills a unique and necessary 
requirement for the Strategic Air Com- 
mand "but now that bombing has been 
restricted to four months, there is little 
reason for continuing a military 
presence on Matagorda." 


Proxmire noted that the Pentagon had 


used the island as an exclusive hunting 
and fishing resort- for military and 
civilian high-ranking officials. 


"The Air Force admitted that 68 


generals, 30 high ranking civilians and 
hundreds of other military personnel 
had used the island for hunting or fishing 
in previous years." Proxmire said. 


Treasure reclaimed 


ISLAMORADA, Fla. (AP) -Diver 


Tom Gurr has disputed state officials 
who said they found in a canal behind his 
former home much of the 550,000 to 
$100,000 in Spanish treasure he claimed 
he threw back into the ocean. 


"The stuff the state found is only about 


10 or 15 per cent of what I pulled'off the 
wreck," Gurr said in a telephone inter- 
view from his new borne in Merritt 
Island. 


He said he had dumped part of the 


treasure in the canal behind his former 
home here but had "absolutely forgotten 
about it." 


Gurr was shown on a CBS television 


news program Friday dumping what he 
claimed was treasure he had taken over 
the past year from the Spanish galleon 
San Jose, sunk off Islamorada in 1733. 


He said he was dumping the treasure 


because he could not get the state to 
divide it and give him his share. He was 
charged with grand larceny because 
under state law Florida was entitled to 25 
per cent of the treasure Gurr claimed he 
consigned again to the sea. 


State officials said they decided to 


search near Gurr's former home after 
failing to find anything near the wreck 
site. 


"The reason the state didn't find 


anything near the wreck is because their 
divers aren't experienced enough to find 
it," said Gurr. "Those guys only spend 
a couple of hours a month in the water. 
But hell, I'd have to use special equip- 
ment to find it myself, and I put it 
there." 


Gurr said Monday night the discovery 


of treasure in the canal led him to 
remember that there may be more sal- 
vaged Spanish treasure near the 
Islamorada marina where he docked his 
boat. 


"I dumped some stuff there, too, over 


the years," he said. "AH I did was move 
state property back on to state property. 
It's standard procedure for the state and 
for any salvage diver to dump recovered 
stuff back into salt water to store it."

Blasphemy!" shouted conservative 
young Catholics as Italy's First Lady and 
other leading Romans arrived for the 
premiere of the movie version of "Jesus 
Christ Superstar." 


The police barred one girl from the 


benefit showing Monday night because 
her handbag was ful! of tomatoes. 


The Teatro del I'Opera was searched 


after anonymous telephone callers said 
bombs had been hidden in it. No 
explosives were found. 


Scores of the Catholic youths demon- 


strated inside and outside the theater. 
Police rounded up about 20 of them, 
questioned them and let them go. 


The Committee for Defense of Chris- 


tian Civilization called the film of the 
Broadway rock musical "an outrage to 
Catholicism and Christianity...and a 
blasphemy to the person of the Divine 
Redeemer." 


But the wife of President Giovanni 


Leone, the critics and even priests 


among the first nighters praised the 
movie 


It "does not dimmish the message of 


Christian love," said Mrs. Leone. 


Film critic Gian Luigi Rondi, a former 


director of the Venice Film Festival, 
said in an often-interrupted speech 
before the showing that the film, though 
modern, is still sacred. 


The Vatican has not opposed the 


movie, and some songs from the stage 
production were played on the Vatican 
Radio in the past. A preview was shown 
on the state television network Monday 
night. 


But stiff opposition is expected from 


some Catholic groups in addition to the 
Committee for the Defense of Christian 
Civilization. There may be leqal action 
that could keep the movie off the screen 
for months. 


Anybody can file a complaint with a 


court charging that the movie offends 
religion. The picture would then be 
banned until cleared, a lengthy process. 


"Sonny" Cockrell. said state divers had 
recovered pottery, jewelry and other 
artifacts from the canal behind Gurr's 
former home in Islamorada. 


Cockrell and state divers had spent

Jose for five years to salvage the 
treasure the galleon was carrying when 
it went down, moved from his rented 
house here last week, taking his family 
about 250 miles north to Merritt Island.

Mayor Jack Orr has divorced his sixth 
wife aftera marriage that lasted 76 days.

Orr, 54, refused comment on the 


divorce. The former Mrs. Orr, Elizabeth 
Fussell, 38, could not be reached for 
comment.

Mao and Queen Elizabeth 


i"~_

China's Mao Tse~tung was 80-years-old last week. While he 


has delegated many of his duties and responsibilities to 
others, he has not established a clear line of succession to 
his dictatorial rule. 


Unlike the old monarchies, there is not a clear-cut line of 


succession in a Communist society. The most obvious 
inheritors of Mao's power when he fulfills his "appointment 
with God," as Mao puts it, are Chou En-lai, Li Teh-sheng 
and Chang thun-chiao. Chou is currently pre-nier, Li is 
running the Army and Chang is party secretary in 
Shanghai. However, purges of leading aspirants to Com- 
munist power have been frequent in Soviet Russia and to a 
smaller extent in China. 


It just may be that Mao has read some history of Western 


problems with the same subject. 


Elizabeth I of England knew the problem well and so did 


her advisors and the House of Commons. Both Elizabeth and 


- 
her-older sister, Mary, had been declared illegitimate and 
not qualified for the throne by King Henry VIII. However, an 
Act of Parliament re-instated them in 1544 and Mary suc- 
ceeded her brother, Edward VI, in 1553. For the next five 
years, while Mary reigned, Elizabeth was the focus of a 
Protestant demand to get rid of the Roman Catholic Mary. 
Elizabeth found herself in the Tower of London. She never 
could be really sure that she would not be removed from 
succession or threat in the most final way —execution or 
assassination. 


So when Elizabeth did come to the throne she steadfastly 


refused to accommodate the fretting House of Commons by 
spelling out any line of succession. Her biographer, Neveille 
Williams, explains: 


"Whom she would marry and who might succeed her in 


event of sudden death before she produced an heir, she 
regarded as matters of her prerogative —a matter, indeed, 
of life and death. When pressed on either topic by 
Parliament or Council she would give an 'answer an- 
swerless.' Her adamant refusal from the beginning to name 
her successor set in train all kinds of intrigues. Bent on 
overturning her via media, Catholics supported the Stuart 
claim, stemming from Henry VIIFs elder sister, Margaret, 


- and in retaliation the more extreme Protestants argued the 


merits of the Suffolk claim, yet the Queen impartially gave 
them both short shrift. Any claimant to the succession she 
branded as a potential traitor. For her own experience had 
taught her that never so reluctant a claimant to eventual 
succession, he or she might, as the puppet of faction, 
challenge Elizabeth's rule here and now and then she would 
again be in the Tower." 


Exren when she almost died from smallpox early in her 


reign, Elizabeth only toyed with the idea of a succession. 
After that she just avoided the matter officially, while 
always keeping a close eye on potential aspirants privately. 
It made trouble once more when she did die —but no one 
came near really threatening her rule for forty-four years. 


After all, do those who control a nation really care very 


much who or what runs the place once they are dead? 


Russian prison expose

It may be that many Americans have forgotten the tales of

Soviet (or Nazi, Vietnamese, Brazilian, Greek and so on ad

nauseum) imprisonment of political dissidents and mal-

treatment of those prisoners. But Aleksandr Solzhenitsyn's

Solzhenitsyn actually told much about the callous matter 


of political arrests, incarceration and torture in his novels, 
especially First Circle and Cancer Ward. But The Gulag 
Archipelago. 1918-1956 names names and gives dates and 
locations. Solzhenitsyn himself was imprisoned ^nd his 
book is dedicated "to all those who did not live to tell of it." 
He also asks, "may they please forgive me for not having 
seen it all nor all remembered; for not having divined all of 
it." 


Solzhenitsyn almost pathetically wonders how to classify 


- 
the prisoners of 1918 to. 1920. What of those who were "done 
in before they even got to the cells....those tens of thousands 


• 
of hostages, those people not accused of anything at all 


; 
personally, those peaceful inhabitants not even listed by 


; 
name and taken off to destruction only for the sake of 


I ' 
terror." And then there was the poet Tanya Khodekevich 


; 
who wrote, "you can pray freely but just so only God can 


; 
hear" and was sentenced to ten years at hard labor.

But beyond the factual and beautifully written account 


; 
there are the questions as to why Solzhenitsyn published the 


; 
work in Paris and in Russian. The manuscript had been 


:; 
surreptitously passed around in the Soviet Union for several 
years. Some of those doing the transfers had been arrested 


:; 
and tortured and the author may have officially published 


'; 
the work to protect his friends. Russia, last year for the first 


- 
time, agreed to international copyright restrictions too. This 
: 
apparently liberal move may instead have been a means of 
: 
restricting dissident Soviet writers. Under the international 
; - 
copyright accords, a government may prosecute authors 
: 
who do not follow individual government prohibitions. 
! 
Solzhenitsyn, of course, is risking a great deal. Unlike 


: 
many other Soviet dissidents, he has refused to seek asylum 
for himself, his wife and two young sons out of the country. 
His Gulag Archipelago also does not so much charge that 


; 
- abuse of the system caused the atrocities but that the 


.; - 
system itself is to blame. This can hardly be tolerated by the

Kremlin.

In the nuclear age the great appalling catastrophe needs

to be avoided if mankind is to survive. But we need not 
forget the atrocities committed by oppressive regimes in

their struggles for power. We most especially should not

forget when small signs of similar repression and corrup-

tion appear within our own system. Solzhenitsyn's work is a

Public not ready to finance campaigns 


MADISON —Whatever the final decision on 


the provocative«<juestion of using tax funds to 
support the campaigns of parties and their 
candidates, thus to lessen dependence upon 
special interests and unwholesome obligation to 
them, it is reasonably evident that such 
legislation is not likely to be enacted in Wis- 
consin this year. 


In the most optimistic estimate of the outlook, 


as even the most determined of the reformers 
and backers of public subsidy agree, there may 
be some tightening of the present money con- 
trols and provision for more literal application 
of the accountability laws. 


But in a progressive and democratic political 


society, to which Wisconsin can lay claim, 
responsible men do not expect, or desire, abrupt 
decisions on such fundamental matters. 


Some progress made 


In such a progressive and responsible system, 


progress is a matter of public opinion per- 
suasion and enlightenment. To that degree the 
men and women who support public money 
authorization for the campaigns of parties and 
their candidates feel that such progress is being 
made. And in a retrospective view, progress has 
indeed been made. 


Twenty years ago or more Mrs. Ruth Doyle, 


then one of the first of the women in the 
legislature, was determined to attack the 
problem of controlling and disclosing the 


sources of the campaign funds of candidates 
and parties. 


Her proposition was a modest one in today's 


perspective. She proposed to authorize the Use 
of the state radio network, then being 
developed, under explicit rules for the broad- 
casting of the ideas and the plans of qualified 
candidates as tested by the acceptance of their 
nomination petitions by election administra- 
tors. 
She suggested also state financing for the 


dispatch through the mails to every household 
in the state a booklet describing the ideas and 
proposals and biographical sketches of can- 
didates, for the enlightenment of the men and 
women who were being asked to support or 
oppose them. 


In retrospect such a plan was modest enough. 


Yet it was dismissed out of hand. 


No doubt because of the disturbing evidence 


lately of unworthy campaign solicitation 
methods and the use of scandalously high sums 
for the persuasion of the voter everywhere, tax 
support for political communication no longer 
has such a radical sound. It will be involved this 
year, in effect, in national government elec- 
tions, as for senators and representatives, 
through the device of attractive income tax 
credits for political contributors. The money 
thus credited will be lost to the U.S. treasury in 
effect. 


The preliminary report by David Adamany on 


Wisconsin campaign financing reform com- 
missioned by Gov. Patrick Lucey includes 
public financing as the heart of its recom- 
mended formula for reform in state and local 
elections. The passage of time may bring sap- 
port that is plainly not available now. 


Indeed, this reporter after many years of 


close observation of the financing of politics and 
all of its risks and vulgarities, must confess that 
he has serious doubts about compulsory con- 
tribution of tax funds to candidates regarded as 
inadequate or 
undesirable. 
A personal 


preference would be for an iron-tight disclosure 
and enforcement statute and severe limitations 
on total expenditure authorizations. These 
would equalize competition in the spirit of 
en'ightened and responsible democratic 
choices. 


But time has wrought changes of view on 


many other questions and may serve to make 
more palatable ai another time what is dis- 
tasteful today. 


Meanwhile, for the critic who watches and 


worries about undermining of the integrity of 
government, the democratic process" and free 
competition, there is encouragement in the fact 
that the issues are on the board for public 
discussion and reflection as never before.

Worst fears are 
irrational ones 


I was trapped in a stuck elevator for 


the first time in my life not long ago, 
with about a dozen other people, and the 
20 minutes between floors seemed more 
like two hours before we were rescued. 


Having a mild form 
of claus- 


trophobia, I know I was more bothered 
by the entrapment than some of my 
fellow passengers; and it occurred to 
me that the word "fear" should not be a 
generic term, but must be used on an 
individual basis- 


Fears are rational or irrational: it is 


rational to fear a grizzly bear coming at 
you; it is not rational to fear flying in an 
airplane while we feel safer driving a 
car, which is really much more 
dangerous. On the whole, it is our irra- 
tional fears that tend to bother us, or 
even to dominate us-and this has no 
relationship to what is known as 
"cowardice" or funk in the military 
sense. 


I remember the morning I went for 


induction into the Army, and stood.in 
the medical line watching huge brutes 
of men faint dead away as a little needle 
was about to be plunged into" their arms. 
As a veteran hay-fever patient, the 
medics 
could have stuck 50 needles 


into any part of my body and I wouldn't 
have turned a hair. 


Yet, the men who fainted at the 


needle might be far "braver" than I in, 
say, a submarine, where I would always 
be feeling the need for air and worried 
sick about never getting up to the sur- 
face again. I remember, as a boy, 
playing sandlot football and never 
minding a bloodied nose or a twisted 
ankle-but if for a moment I happened 
to be on the bottom of a pile of boys, and 


felt that my breathing was impeded, I 
would get into an hysterical frenzy and 
claw my way out like a frantic animal. 


Rational fear is a form of self-preser- 


vation; irrational fear is a subconscious 
conditioning we can do little about, 
since it usually comes from some in- 
cident or episode in early life, which we 
have conveniently repressed from 
consciousness, and returns only under 
special conditions. 


One recalls the early Air Force say- 


ing, "There are old pilots, and there are 
bold pilots, but there are no jald, bold 
pilots." The best pilots practice 
prudence, and the rash ones are not 
being "heroic," as they might imagine, 
but neurotically self-destructive. 


Everyone is a mixed bag of fears and 


fearlessness, depending upon which 
button in the brain is pressed; and the 
man who throws away his gun and 
scampers off the field of battle may 
very well turn out to be the one who 
gallantly risks his life to save a child 
from the wheels of a runaway car. As 
we get older, we learn that "fear," like 
"intelligence," is different things in 
different people in different circum- 
stances.

Israel votes for 
partial peace 


A religious Jew had two sons-one a 


furrier, the other an iceman. As the 
father grew old, he felt the urge to pray 
for his boys. But asking a blessing was 
a problem. If the old man sought cool 
weather, it would help his son the 
furrier but not his son the iceman. Vice 
versa, if he asked-for hot weather. So 
after long thought, he went to the 
synagogue and prayed for a warm frost. 


That story was going the rounds in 


Israel when I visited just before the 
elections last Monday. It turned out to 
be prophetic. For the Israeli voters have 
given a mandate to the practical 
equivalent of a warm frost—a partial 
peace. 


The government parties, grouped in 


the labor cabinet led by Prime Minister 
Golda Meir, entered the election on the 
defensive. For years the regime had 
been unable to cope effectively with 
inflation, and all its attendant social 
ills. 
* 


Mismanaged the war 


On top of that it was clear that the 


government had mismanaged the Oc- 
tober war. Leaks from the inquiry set 
up to look into the conflict show that the 
active military had repeatedly pressed 
the government to mobilize in the days 
before the Egyptian-Syrian attack of 
Oct. 6. The cabinet—following the lead 
of the defense minister. Gen. Moshe 
Dayan —had refused. 


To soften 
the blame for 
mis- 


management of the war, the ruling 
coalition transformed itself into a 
quasi-peace party. It adopted a new 
14-point program which repudiated the 
old policy of creeping annexation of 
Arab lands seized in the six-day war of 
1967. 


In keeping with that program, the 


government opened negotiations with 
Egypt 
for 
a 
territorial 
disen- 


gagement — meaning Israeli with- 
drawal from the Suez Canal and parts, 
at least, of the Sinai desert. The 
government also entered the Geneva 
peace talks and put military disen- 
gagement with Egypt as the first item 
on the agenda. 


The opposition parties, grouped in the 


so-called Likud or alliance under 
Menahem Begin, hit the government 
very hard on its conduct of the war. 
"The real question," Mr. Begin put it to 
me in an interview just before the elec- 
tion, "is why the reserves were not 
called. Information about the attack 
was flowing in for ten days before it 
came." 


He hit out against any peace terms 


that might mean concessions to Syria or 
Jordan. He exacted from the govern- 
ment promises there would be no nego- 
tiations with Syria until all Israeli 
prisoners had been returned. He 
referred to the lands taken from Jordan 
during the six-day war by their biblical 
names (Samaria and Judaea), thus 
implying they were part of Israel's 
homeland, not subject to return. 


Territory not issue 


But Mr. Begin was far more tem- 


pered in dealing with the issue of what 
had been Egyptian territory. He did not 
oppose the disengagement talks with 
Egypt, 
nor 
the 
Geneva 
peace 


conference. In his interview with me, he 
said that "in Sinai the issue is 
security" —which means that the issue 
is not territory. 


The elections saw a very big swing 


against Mrs. Meir's ruling coalition. 
The parties 
participating 
in 
the 


government were down more than 6 per 
cent from the vote they achieved in the 
1969 elections. Still they have enough 
seats in the Knesset to govern, and it is 
significant that two days after the elec- 
tion the negotiators were back at the 
table talking disengagement in Geneva. 


Most of what Mrs. Meir lost went to 


Mr. Begin. The parties allied in Likud 
picked up..six or seven seats in the 
120-member Knesset-a very large gain, 
given Israel's proportional representa- 
tion system of elections. It is not 
thinkable that any government could 
make peace on terms flatly opposed by 
the Likud. 


What this means is that Israel is now 


prepared only for a partial peace. It is 
ready for a pullback from Suez and 


across parts of Sinai provided there can 
be some means of- protection against 
Egyptian attack. It is not now prepared 
to go further. 


That objective, to be sure, is dis- 


tinctly limited. The future of Jerusalem 
would be left unsettled. The problem of 
the Palestine refugees would remain 
unsolved. King Faisal of Saudi Arabia 
would not be satisfied. 


Still, it is not as though all the 


problems can be solved in a single, 
gigantic package. There has to be a first 
step-and 
territorial 
settlement 


between Israel and Egypt is the logical 
candidate. Before other steps can be 
taken, there has to be some time for 
confidence to be built and the practice 
of coexistence between Israel and the. 
Arabs. So for the present, as an initial 
stage in a long process, it probably 
makes sense to go for a partial peace.
